WASHINGTON (AP) - This

The shining example of this is 


North Vietnam, which is only 
slightly larger than New York 
State and whose population of 
about 16.2 million is slightly less 
than New York's. 


Little North Vietnam has the 


huge United .States over a bar- 
rel in more ways than one, even 
though this country is almost 51 
times larger and has a popula- 
tion of around 200 million. 


The two nuclear giants, the 


United States and the Soviet 
Union, are so strong they could 
eliminate each other. The last 
thing they want is war with 
each other. As a result, they 
walk on tippy-toes when they 
deal with each other. 


I 
Part of Strength 


' North Vietnam, the exact op- 
posite, is primitive compared 
with American might. Yet this 
country, in war with North Viet- 
nam, isn't daring to use its full 
strength or even half of it. 


If this country tried to end the 


war faster by bombing every- 
thing in sight in North Vietnam, 
and invading it, Red China 
might feel compelled to enter 
the war on the side of its Asian 
neighbor — just as it did in 
North Korea. 


But war with Red China is one 


of the last things this country 
wants. 


Much of world opinion is criti- 


cal of the United States now for 
being in the war at all. It would 
be worse if the United States 
tried full bombing and invasion. 


Soviet Retaliation 


And,

North Viet-

Warsaw Pipeline Cut Off 


The current instability in Red China 


has resulted in one unfortunate situation 
as far as the nebulous American-Chinese 
relations are concerned. Like most Chinese 
ambassadors, Wang Kuo-chan, Ambassador 
to Poland, has been called back to Peking. 


Since the United States dees not 


recognize the government of Red China, 
diplomatic relations have to be carried on 
in the backyards and alleys, figuratively 
speaking. The major one has been Warsaw 
where the United States Ambassador to 
Poland, John Gronouski. has met several 
times with Chinese representatives and 
where other Americans and Chinese, 
officially representing their governments, 
have conferred over mutual problems. 


Such problems have concerned the 


imprisonment of some Americans in China, 
for instance, and in recent months the 
unofficial but nevertheless highly impor- 
tant sounding out of each other about the 
war in Vietnam. Last year the Red Chinese 
virtually acknowledged that they would 
not actively intervene in Vietnam unless 
the United States attacked either China or 
North Vietnam. In much the same way the 
United States emphasized that it had no 
territorial ambitions in Asia and specifi- 
cally did not intend to overthrow the 
government of Ho Chi Minh. Some of the

Let Rockwell Speak 


The opposition here to the appearance 


at Lawrence University of George Lincoln 
Rockwell is understandable. The opinions 
and policies of Rockwell's American Nazi 
Party are anathema to Americans who 
comprehend the true meaning of liberty, 
equality of opportunity and human dignity 
and rights. 


But the effort to muzzle the most 


outrageous of points of view is almost 
always disastrous. It merely builds up 
support while the best way to expose the 
error is to open it up to view. 


There has been concern expressed 


lately over the apparent fact that opening 
public platforms to bigots of various 
allegiances merely serves to give them 
standing that they would not otherwise 
have. In particular, the use of television 
and radio shows to interview such bigots 
has been criticized. John Stanley, assistant 
professor of religion at Lawrence, ex- 
pressed the same point of view when he 
suggested that the invitation to Rockwell 
gives him an opportunity for publicity that 
he would not otherwise have. But while 
there is validity to such concern, it appears 


Antimissile Defense 


President Johnson's effort to postpone 


a decision on ordering the deployment of 
an antimissile defense system is to be 
applauded. But this is an area of great

bombarded in the next few weeks with 
political charges about lack of prepared- 
ness. 


The problem is that such charges could 


be entirely accurate. Reportedly the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff 
have encouraged 
the 


deployment of a missile defense, not now 
against the great strength and potential of 
the Soviet Union but against the less 
effective but also more unpredictable 
offensive nuclear capabilities of Commu- 
nist China. Secretary of Defense Robert 
McNamara has opposed the deployment 
partly on the grounds that improved 
offensive capability is the best deterrent. 


There are all sorts of angles to be 


considered in the controversy. First is the 
political opposition to President Johnson 
and reasonable, but in our opinion faulty, 
arguments against his policy of trying to 
build bridges to Communist countries in 
Europe. Second, is the fervent opposition 
to Secretary McNamara both among the 
critics of his misstatements about Vietnam 


there is little danger of an enlarged war on 
the mainland of Asia stems from the 
meetings. Ironically they have also served 
to encourage the American escalation of 
the war in what may be a false impression 
that China will not intervene no matter 
what we do. This may be true at this time 
due to the obvious internal difficulties of 
the Red Chinese regime. 


Ambassadors Gronouski and Kuo-chan 


last met in September and had a meeting 
scheduled for last week. The Chinese have 
postponed it for at least two weeks. But it 
remains to be seen whether or not Kuo- 
chan, called back with all other ambassa- 
dors and some minor consular officials 
presumably to bolster the forces of Mao 
Tse-tung, will really return. There will be 
plenty of scapegoats in what now appears 
to be Mao's triumph and those who do not 
sufficiently repent in public or who were 
not enthusiastically in support of Mao for 
the last few decades may be cast off. It 
may be that talking to a United States 
government official, even at the orders of 
Peking, is enough proof 'of perfidy to 
warrant demotion. 


At any rate and whatever the outcome 


in China, w e hope the opportunities for the 
talks in Warsaw are soon restored. Since 
neither country can afford to lose face in 
suggesting the reestablishment of diplo- 
matic relations, the unofficial but author- 
ized discussions are important. 


to us that efforts to shut off such platform 
appearances, at least once the invitations 
have been issued, are more damaging than 
the appearances themselves. 


It may seem strange to some observers 


that there was little opposition to the 
speech at Lawrence some days ago of a 
spokesman for the Communist Party in the 
United States. And here perhaps is the 
sign of the difficulties. It is not considered 
the thing to do among Communists today 
to speak approvingly of violence as it is 
among the American Nazis. But not only 
those who make a lot of noise in the 
advocation of violence are dangerous. 
Anyone who has ever seen any of 
Rockwell's statements quoted knows full 
well where he stands while such cannot 
quite be said today of Herbert Aptheker. 


While in the criticism of Rockwell's 


appearance at Lawrence there was no real 
suggestion of preventing free speech, in 
effect the cancellation now of the program 
would amount to just that. "If a man is a 
fool," Woodrow Wilson said, "the thing to 
do is to encourage him to advertise the 
fact by speaking." 


So let Rockwell have the stage. 


and a considerable segment of the military 
community. And third, of course, is the 
very real danger that we may fall seriously 
behind the Soviet Union in the matter of 
defense. Whether we like it or not the 
"balance of terror" is one of the things 
that has worked for peace in the last 
decade and a half. 


President Johnson sent a note to the 


president of the Soviet Union, Nikolai 
Podgorny, through the United States 
Ambassador to Russia, Llewellyn Thomp- 
son. Reportedly one of the points stressed 
in the note was the importance of 
American-Russian agreement about de- 
fense systems. The United States has so far 
spent about S2 billion in the development 
of an antimissile system but it is estimated 
that it will take between S3 billion and 
S30 billion to produce and deploy it.

security rather than building more. But 
obviously mutual distrust will be the major 
deterrent to any such agreement.
